Then addreſſing himſelf to the Priſoners, he told 
them, that he was very ſorry to fee them, who lived 
in a Land of Liberty, and enjoyed their Properties to 
the full Extent, involved in Crimes which had brought 
them into that unhappy Condition; that if they right» 
ly conſidered the heinous Nature of their Guilt, they 
muſt allow the Juſtice of that Sentence which the 
Laws of their Country, and the Verdict of their Coun. 
trymen, had obliged him to paſs upon them; that 
Treaſon, in all Ages, had been deemed a Crime of 
the blackeſt Dye, as it tended not only to the utter 
De ſtruction of the Prince then reigning, but the Sub- 
verſion of the Government under which they lived; 
that Rebellion was always attended with a black Train 
of Murders, Slaughters, Rapes, Villainies, and all Sorts 
of Calamities to the innocent and peaceable Subject; 
that they ought to conſider how dreadfully the Land 
had been defolated by their rifing in Arms againſt their 
natural Sovereign, what Numbers of innocent People 
had been ruined, how many good Families that lived 
creditably in Opulence and Proſperity, were plundered 
of their Riches, their Houſes deſtroyed, their Cattle 
taken away by Violence, and themſelves turned a · driſt 
upon the wide World, without any Subſiſtence but 
what the Charity and Compaſſion of their Friends 
might afford them; how many Towns they had ran-

, and that the Pretender careſs'd 
them very much, and made his Uncle a Colonel, and 
him a Captain, though he knew very little of Military 
Diſcipline, but his Uncle ( old Mac Donald of Kep- 
poch) who was an experienced Warrior, and in the 
laſt Rebellion, ſoon raught him the Uſe of Arms, and 
frequently threatened to ſhoot him, if he did not per- 
form his Exerciſe juſtly, and like an Officer, for if he 
did not, it would bring a very great Diſgrace on the 
Family, | | 

Our young Captain had ſoon learnt the Air of his 
Uncle, and every Way ſeemed fir'd to acquire military 
Glory; for he was generally at the Head of his Com- 
pany, exercifing the Men, and . Steps a8 
he thought moſt neceſſary to ingratiate himſelf in the 
Favour of the young Pretender, who took Notice of 
him on Account of his Uncle, who was looked upon 


among the Rebels as a yery able Officer. 


At the Battle of Prefton-Pans (where the brave 
Colonel Gardiner, and many gallant Engliſh Officers 
dropt in Defence of their Country) he ſaid his Cou- 
rage was greatly applauded by the young Pretender, 
where he fought under his Uncle in the Right Wing, 
which was commanded by the Duke of Perth as Lieu- 
tenant General; and the Officers under him were old 
Mac Donald, Glengary, Clanronald, and Glenco. 
And in the Left Wing (commanded by Lord Georgs 
Murray) was the Camerons of Lochiel, the Duke of 
Perth's Battalions, Ardſheil's, the Mac Gregors, and a 


The young Pretender took a great Liking to Mac 
Donald

Donald for his Activity and Diligence in his Service; 
and when the Rebel Army was encaimped ar the Blair 
of Athel and Dunkeld, the young Pretender ſent Mac 
Donald with Lord Nairs, and a few other Officers, 
and 459 Men, to take Poſſeſſion of Perth; and as 
Mac Donald well knew the Country, and which Way 
to make the Artack, they carried the Flace without 
any great Oppoſition. _ | | | 
He faid, that when they had gor Poſſeſſion of Perth; 
they were join'd by a great many diſaffected Perſons in 
the Country, ſo that the little Army they had derached 
from the Pretender s main Body Was encreaſed, in about 
eight or nine Days (which was the Space of Time 
they tarried at Perth) to near 2000 Min; and here 
G. Kelley (who was committed to the Tower in 1721, 
with the late Biſhop of Rocheſter) was, by the young 
Pretender, made Captain of a Company. — He' de- 
clares the Ravages and Outrages that the Rebels com- 1 
mitted at Pert h, and in the neighbouring Country, 
were ſo cruel and brutiſh,' that it often ſnocked him, 
for there was no reſtraining the Soldiers from Exceſſes 
of this Kind.

Before his Condemnation, he uſed to give a full

(having never before been in a Set-battle) had «fo 
great an Impreſſion on him, and he took ſuch Notice, 
and was ſo diligent in following his Uncle's Commands, © 8 
that he could cell the very Spot where any Officers of 
| Conſequence fell. The Victory was greatly owing to 
his Uncle and old Glengary, who knew the Ground 
and the Country better than any Body. He could tell 
every Place where the Highland Chiefs joined the Pre. 
render; and, two or three Days betore the Lords were 
beheaded, he told ſeveral Scots Gentlemen, that. Lord 
Balmerino came from Rome with the young Pretender

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into France, and from thence to Scotland; and he far- 
ther ſaid, that he had heard his Uncle often talk that 
Lord Balmerino had reſided at Rome {eyeral Years with 
the old Pretender. He alſo ſaid that Lord Balmerino 
was made a Colonel of Horſe by the young Pretender, 
one of the Lords of his Bed-chamber, and a Privy

He alſo ſaid, that old Gordon of Glenbucket joined 
the Army at Dudding ton, and brought with him 
' Lochiel, and ſome others (near 1500 Men in all) who 
were reviewed by the Pretender on Leith Banks, and, 
as their Officers ſaid, made a handſome Appearance; 
but he was far from thinking ſo, for they looked poor 
and ſhabby ; and he ſaid, that at Edinburgh, one Day, 
his Uncle drew his Sword upon him, and was going to 
run him through (which he avoided by a ſudden Re- 
treat) only for ſaying, That it was no Credit to be a 
Captain among ſuch pitiful, half flarved Wretches. 
When the old Man's Paſſion was a little abated, he 
ſent for him from his Quarters, with a Promiſe to for- 
give him for his raſh Speech; and the Meflengers 
( who were a Corporal and fix Highlanders with their 
Bayonets fixed) ſaid, He muſt go, for their Orders 
were to bring him: He diſpatched them, and gave 
them his Honour he would wait on his Uncle imme- 
diately, which accordingly he did. When he ap- 
| proached the old Man's 2 he bid him take his 
| Sword from his Side, and lay it on the Table; which 
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being done, he ordered the Centry to make him Priſo- 
ner, Which they did, and told him, he would acquaint 
the Prince (meaning the Pretender) of his Behaviour ; 
| and that he might prepare himſelf for his Fate, for in 
| | the Morning he ſhould be ſhot on the Links of Leith. 
Old Keppozh went dire&ly to the Pretender's Quar-

Mac Donald was a young Fellow of great Spirit 
and Reſolution; and when B was firſt brought from 
Newgate to the New 19 he was ſtrong, vigorous, 
and hearty, but was ſoon after ſzized with Illneſs, 
which, however, did not at firſt check his Spirits or 
Reſolution. 

As an Inſtance of his moſt conſummate Aſſurance, 
when he was firſt brought to the Bar, to be arraigned, 


he was asked by the Clerk of the Arraigns, If his 
Name was not Donald Mac Donald? He replied, I 


can't tell my Name, I dont know that I was ever 
chriſtened. He was then asked, If he was not 4 
Captain in Reppoch's Regiment ? He replied, I can't 
tell what I was. —nor will I ſay any more; for if you 
want to know my Name, you may go ask my Mother. 
And then he went away from the Bar in a very ſul- 
len and inſolent Manner, without.anſwering the Que- 
ſtions that had been propoſed to him. 

As to the Uncle of this young Rebel, it will be 
proper to give ſome Account of him. He is a Man 
of an auſtere Aſpe&, tall, luſty and ſtrong, much 
inur'd to War, and can endure any Hardſhips : None 
of the Clans dare to affront him, for whoever does, 
he challenges to a ſingle Combat; but none yet 


have had ſo much Refolution as to meet him. When 


he was in the Pretender's Army, he ſlept in the open 
Fields in his Plaid. Ina Word, he is a Man dreaded, 


but not beloved. 


He now skulks about the Iſles, being routed at Cul- 
lollen, and his Colours that were taken at that Battle, 
were publickly burne by the Hands of the common 
Hangman, the latter End of Fune laſt, at the Market- 
Croſs at Glaſgow in Scotland.

She attended him in Neugate, with all the Diligence 
of a loving and tender Wife, and by her affable and 
affectionate Behaviour, made his Impriſonment in 
ſome Meaſure tolerable. . On his Removal to the 
New Jayl in Southwark, ſhe took a Lodging in the 
Neighbourhood of the Priſon, viſiting him every Day 
in — with her eldeſt Daughter, whom ſhe 
brought to Town with her; but never came to him 
without ſhedding a Flood of Tears, and bewailing his

The Eve of the fatal Day being come, that muſt

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3. WALTER OGILIE, 25 Years of Age, was 
horn of creditable Paients in the Shire of Bam. His 
Mother is dead, but his Father is ſtill living, and gave 
him a very good Education, and inſtructed him in the 
Proteſtant Religion, and the Principles of Loyalty and 
Submiſſion to the preſent happy Eſtabliſhment. But 
unhappily keeping Company with ſome of the Faco- 
bite Party, when the Rebels entered the Shire of 
Bamf}, he too eafily imbibed their Principles, and too 
readily took on in their Service.

DONALD MAC DONALD often was ludi- 


crous with his Fetters, and ſaid, if they were knock'd 
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off, and a Pair of Bag- pipes were in the Jayl, he would 
give his Comrades a Highland Dance, for, ſays he, 
what doth it ſignify to repent, I was much delighted 
with the Sound of that Sort of Muſick when the 
Army marched before the Prince, and was highly 


pleaſed with the Honour he did me to beſtow a Com- 


miſſion on me, and put me at the Head of a Com- 
pany, and if I had imagined he was not better eſtab- 
liſhed than I find he was, the De'el take me if I would 
have ſtaid behind at Carliſie; but his promiſing to 
come back in a few Days induced me to ſtay, tho 
at the ſame time I was reduced to a ſad Dilemma. If 
I had refuſed to ſtay at Carliſle, TI was liable to be 
put to Neath for Mutiny; and if I did ſtay, and 
ſhould be taken by the King's Forces, I was liable to 
be executed as a Traitor, in the Manner as I find I 
am condemned to be.

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* Aﬀer they were removed from Newgate, (by a 
Habeas Corpus) to the County Jayl in Southwark, they 
liv'din a jovial Manner, till their Trials came on, an 
they found themſelves under Sentance of Death for 
High Treaſon. Then indeed they were under grea- 
ter Reſtraints, and more confin'd from Company, 
They now began to entertain more ſerious Thoughts 
of their unhappy Condition than they had before done; 
yet could not be perſuaded to abandon thoſe Principles 
that had brought this Misfortune upon them, but re- 
tained them to the laſt Breath in their Bodies. 

At the Place of Execution, they ſpent near an Hour 
in their Devotions. And what deſerved particular 
Notice, was, that Ogilvie, who was a Proteſtant, read 
this Prayer out of a Book with this Title; vis.

Early in the Morning (the Day of Execution) a Per- 
ſon, ſuſpe&ed to be a Popiſh Prieſt, came into the 
Jayl, and talked privately with Mac Donald and N- 
cholſon, tho' they did not openly profeſs themſelves Ro- 
man Catholicks. 

In the Morning of their Execution, being unchain'd 
from the Floor Fees they had been faſtened down, 
they were brought into the fore Yard of the Jay], 
where their Irons were knock d off. Nicholſon ar d 
Ogilvie return d their hearty Thanks to the Keeper fer 
his kind Uſage of them duriug their Impriſonment; 
ſaying, it was more than they could have expected 
from him, and wiſh'd Proſperity to him and his, 

They were then put into a Room till the She- 
riff came to demand them. When he was come, 
they were all three put into one Sledge, and; conveyed 


to the Place of Execution under Guard of a Party of 


Horſe Grenadiers, of the Earl of Crauford's Troop, 
and a Detachment of the Foot-Guards, conſiſting of 
68 Men, beſides Officers. 

It is remarkable, that after the Cart drew away, 
Nicholſon pull'd his Cap quite over his Chin, and ne- 
vet afterwards mov'd. Mac Donald and Ogilvie died 
very hard, being both hearty young Men; for Mac 
Donald was quite recover'd of his Illneſs, and eat very 
hearty ten Days pefore he ſuffer d. | 
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After havin ng hung 15 Minutes, Mas Donald was 


cut down, and being laid on the Stage, his Body was 
cut open, and his Heart and Bowels taken out, and 
burnt in a Fire: And then his Head was cut off 

And then Nicholſon and Ogiboie were ſerved in the 
ſame Manner. 


Their Heads and Bodies were brought back in the 


Sledge to the New Jay], where the Heads will remain 


until his Majeſty's Pleaſure be known. 


Mac Donald and Nicholſon went to Execution i in 
their Highland Dreſs ; and Ogilvie in a Suit of Cloth. 
Alexander Mac S. ſenior, who was to have 


ſuffered with theſe Traitors, is reprie ved to n 


the zoth of September next. 
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
